Bank 
serial number is 72, Govt. SN, 
330250; signed by R.W. Ture- 
man, Pres., L.D. Cooper, 
Cashier. The articles relate that 
the companion $100/$50 note 
had been caught at the bank 
and sent back to the Treasury 
for destruction. No mention of 
the fate of the $50/$100 is made. 

(Does anybody know the cur- 
rent location of this double de- 
nomination error?)
